GREETINGS AND WELCOME TO THE U.S. EXHIBITION. USAPOL 77. 

IT IS A GREAT PERSONAL PLEASURE TO ONCE AGAIN REPRESENT 
THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES, THE NEW ADMINISTRA- 
TION, AND THE AMERICAN PEOPLE AT THIS GREAT INTERNATIONAL 
FAIR. IT MAKES ME ESPECIALLY HAPPY TO FINALLY BE IN 
POZNAN, (AFTER REPRESENTING TWO OTHER PRESIDENTS), THIS 
TIME, ON BEHALF OF A FELLOW DEMOCRAT, JIMMY CARTER.
